The  presenters  offer  a  discussion  of  the  20-year  collaboration  among  TMI,  Professional 
Division  members,  Monroe  Products,  Musician  J.S.  Epperson,  Professor  Bullard,  and  others — 
students  and  parents  around  the  world.  The  success  of  this  collaborative  journey  is  indicative 
of  the  outcomes  that  can  occur  from  the  Interaction  of  TMI,  Monroe  Products,  and  PD 
members.  First  is  a  presentation  of  the  widespread  impact  of  music  on  the  brain  and  body,  as 
well  as  the  science  and  success  of  combining  the  right  type  of  music  with  Hemi-Sync — the 
creation  of  "designer  music.”  Second  is  a  discussion  between  Epperson  and  Bullard  of  the 
specifics  of  beta  music  for  quantum  learning  versus  an  alpha-theta-delta  Metamusic®.
